WHERE ARE THE CANADIANS ? 



Ottawa Hod Rumors That They Share 
Mcthuen's Fortunes— Major 
Drummond Cables. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, Dec. II?. — The news of >Me- 
thueu's reverse caused great excitement 
in the city, as coupled with it were ru- 
mors of misfortune to members of the 
Ottawa company. Many inquiries reach- 
ed the militia deartment, and it fortu- 
nately turned out that no bad news of 
the Canadians had been received. 

Your correspondent asked the Miuister 
of Militia if any further steps had been 
taken in regard to furnishing a second 
Canadian contingent. "The home au- 
thorities have our offer," replied Dr. Bor- 
den, "and you know the answer we re- 
ceived. We are quietly preparing, so 
that in the event of the British govern- 
ment deciding to accept the services of a 
second contingent, we could promptly 
send the men." 

'"Don't you think that the acceptance 
of tin? contingent by the Imperial govern- 
ment might be regarded nt this juncture 
as an evidence of weakness?" your cor- 
respondent asked. 

"It might," replied the doctor, "but one 
cannot afford to be very fastidious at a 
critical period like the present." 

Ottawa, Dec. 13. — Up to a late hour 
to-night no word has been received from 
Col. Otter respecting the movements of 
the Canadian contingent. The general 
supposition here is that they were not 
in the lighting at Modder river on Sun- 
day. At any moment, however, word 
may come that our boys are in the thick 
of the fray. 

^Irs. Drummond to-night received a 
cablegram from Major Drummond dated 
Modder River to-day, etnting Unit he is 
safe. This is taken to mean that the 
Canadian contingent has arrived there 
and that Gen. Methueii os holding his 
own.

London, Dec. 13.— The war office lias 
received the following despatch from Gen. 
Methuen dated December 1 : 

"Our artillery shelled a very strong 
position held by tin- enemy in a long, 
high kopje from four until dusk on Sun- 
day. It rained hard last night. 

"The Highland Brigade attacked on 
Monday the south end of the kopje, The 
attack was properly dined, but failed. 
The Guards were ordered to protect tlie 
Highlanders' right and rear. 

"The cavalry and mounted infantry, 
with a howitzer and artillery battery, 
attacked the enemy on the left, and the 
Guards on the right, supported 'by Bold 
artillery. They shelled tile position from 
daybreak, and at 1:15 I sent the Gor- 
dons to support the Highland Brigade. 

"The troops held their own in front of 
the enemy's entrenchments until dusk, 
the position extending, including the 
kopje, for a distance o? six miles to- 
wards the Modder River. 

"To-day I am holding my position and 
entrenching myself. I had to face at 
least 12,000 men. Our loss was great." 
THE PRESS DESCRIPTION. 
North of Modder River, Monday, Dec. 
11.— The Guards and the Highland Bri- 
gade early last night moved from the 
Modder Iliver camp, marching in a 
northeasterly direction. The objective of 
the Highlanders was the eastern source 
of the Boer position, the Guards follow- 
ing the hank of the river, while the 
Yorkshire Light Infantry moved along 
the river side. 

■lust before daybreak the Highlanders 
arrived within 200 yards of the Boer en- 
trenchments at the foot of a hill. Un- 
suspecting that the Boers were in the 
vicinity, the British were still marching 
in truarter column in close order, when 
they met a terrible fire from the Hanks, 
and were forced to retreat with heavy 
loss. The troops reformed under the 
shelter of some rising ground mid gal- 
lantly held the position. Later the Gor- 
dons arrived and the troops gradually 
worked their way to within 300 yards 
uf tlie Boer position. 

In the meanwhile a naval gun at the 
Modder River, the howitzer batteries 
mid the artillery opened a terrific fire 
enfilading the trenches and searching 
every portions of the Boer position. The 
Boers were entirely silent. 

In the meanwhile the Boers on the 
open ground directly in front moved with 
the object of making a Bank attack, but 
tliis was frustrated by tlie Guards and 
artillery. The Boers recommenced shell- 
ing in I he evening, but no damage was 
clone. The British slept on their posi- 
tion. 

When the Highlanders met the mur-

drous point blank fire of tlie Boers about 
two hundred were mown down. Tho 
Black Watch regiment on reforming was 
only able to muster 140. 

The Boers also lost severely in tlie 
trenches and also in the wire entangle- 
ment when, they came into the open in 
an attempt to make u flaak movement on 
the British. 

The terrific British artillery fire pro- 
voked no response except from tlie Boer 
rifles until nearly 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon when the Gordon Highlanders 
formed \ip to renew tlie attack on the 
entrenched kopje. 

They advanced with tlie utmost gal- 
lantry to tlie attack close to tlie place 
where lay their dead and wounded conn- 
rades of the Higldand Brigade. The en- 
emy opened with a heavy shrapnel tin; 
as the British advanced and it was 
found physically impossible to bake the 
Boer trenches. The British got within 
200 yards but could not get nearer. It. 
was thought that Col. Downham fell. 

'The Boers hud free recourse to barb 
wire entanglements which offered great 
obstacles even after the damage Inflicted 
by the artillery firet, 

A detachment of Boers ivoster among 
somethick bushes to the east maintained 
a most destructive lire on our rigiht. 
With 'the remarkiuhle talent for taking 
cover which the Boers always display, 
they were, generally speaking, virtually 
invisible; and although the- enemy's ar- 
tillery wan practically silenced, tSieir 
rifle lire was eo persistent and concen- 
trated, as well as usually well aimed, 
that it was absolutely impossible for the 
British infantry to take tlie position by 
assault. 

At tlie first advance of tiie Highlanders 
tlie Boers' shooting, probably, owing to 
the darkness, was somewhat high, other- 
wise tiie British losses would have been 
still heavier. 

THE ILLUSTRIOUS DEAD. 

This morning (Tuesday) both sides oc- 
cupied the positions they held before the 
battle. The greatest bravery was dis- 
ptayed by both officers and mm, 

"Capetown, Dec. 12.— Methuen wires 
that Gen. Wauchope was killed in action 
yesterday." 

Modder River, Dec. 13— The British 
casualties yesterday included the Mar- 
qnia of Winchester, major of the Second 
battalion Coldstream Guards, who was 
killed, and Col. Downham, of the First 
battalion of the Gordon Highlanders, 
who was mortally wounded. 

The wounded include Lieut.-Col. A. K. 
Codrington and Oapt. Sterling, both of 
the First battalion of the Coldstream 
Guards.

Times says: "At least liO.OOO ad- 
ditional men must bo sent out. The en-

Efforts must |>e made to in- 
crease the local Colonial forces ami 
farther offers of troops from Canada ami 
< i [ h (■!• colonies ■must he sought and ac- 
cepted." 

The Standard, which comments upon 
the "seemiiiBly astonishing number of 
Boers," is driven to tile conjecture that 
:i substantial portion of the Boer com- 
mandos have been recruited from the 
Cape Dutch. It continues: "All eyes are 
now turned hopefully to Gen. Bulier, 
who taking into account the troops with 
(Jen. White in Ladysinit'h, lias alto- 
gether 30,000. At this moment there 
'must be few men iin Her Majesty's do- 
minions who have as great a weight of 
euro upon them as Gen. Bulier carries 
on his shoulders." 

The Morning I'ost says: "We have had 
our day of humiliation appointed for us; 
let us accept it humbly and nobly, anil 
bo better and stronger for the lesson it 
has taught ns. This last reverse will 
niako us a. fresh butt in Europe. There 
was never a more apt occasion to prove 
to IfluroiMS what we are worth." 
BOElt STRONGHOLD DESCRIBED 

The position Lord Methuen assaulted 
is thus descrribed by a correspondent: 
"Magcrsfontein range terminates on the 
cast with tin aibrupt saddle rock some lot) 
feet high. Boor entrenchments arc all 
around this whole front. The position is 
some two miles long due east and west. 
The western ends of the trenches follow 
the contour of the kopjes and afford a re- 
treat." 

It is estimated here that Lord Moth- 
wen's forces amounted to 11,000 men 
sind perhaps more. No reliable estimate 
of his losses has as yet been received. 
They are believed to have been at least 
450. All the papers comment upon the 
extreme gravity of the situation and 
upon the momentous decision Lord Meth- 
uen now has to take, whether to remain 
at Modder River or to retire on Orange 
River. 

BOERS CLEVERLY HIDDEN. 

London, Dec. 14. — The special corres- 
pondent of the Daily Mail at Modder 
•River, describing the lighting, says: "The 
Boer trenches extended far beyond the 
kopje and the open plain. Those on the 
plaiu were hidden by screens of leaves. 
Those near the kopje were guarded by a 
double line of barbed wire, evidently for 
fear of our storming and bayonet attack. 
KXIOOUTION BY ARTILLERY. 

"WcTOkcd the kopje and trenches with 
an Aiibense, well directed fire of ",() guns, 
including a naval gun and a howitzer 
battery, both using lyddite. I believe 
they inflicted severe damage. 

"The Boer prisoners report that one 
lyddite shell fell among 40 men. only five 
of whom escaped unhurt. Other shells 
buns I in the enemy's laager, causing its 
complete destruct ion. 

"The Boers are still dn larger force 
than we found them at Modder River, 
outnumbering us by almost three to one. 
The Transvaalers are apparently domina- 
ting in their military councils, although 
in a minority." 

. A TERRIBLE SURPRISE. 

London, Doc. 14. — Mr. .Julian Ralph, 
describing his battle t it Magcrsfontein. 
in a -special despatch to the Daily Mail, 
says: 

"The Boers were entrenched at Mng- 
ersfonteiu. four miliTi from Modder 
River. At dawn Monday the Highland- 
ers, advancing across the veldt, were 
suddenly subjected to a murderous fire 
from the trenches, about 200 yards in 
from. The greater part of the fearful 
loss of the day was thus suffered in a 
single minute. 

"Startled .and overwhelmed, the brig- 



ade retired quickly, but soon rallied and 
retained their positions. This was on the 
left. 

"On the right the Guards brigade ad- 
vanced across the veldt against the out- 
side trenches and fought an invisible 
foe for 1"> hours. 

At 11 in the morning the Gordon High- 
landers were sent forward. The Boers 
allowed them to pass one line of trenches 
and then enfiladed them. 

"We raked the Boer trenches through- 
out the day. The fighting only ceased 
with nightfall." 

MORE MEN AT ONCE. 

London, Dee. 14. — The Associated 
Bress understands that the war otllce 
yesterday (Wednesday) decided, in view 
of Lord Methnen'a losses at Magersfon- 
tein. to mobilize the Eighth division in 
reserve and to send the Seventh division 
to the Gupo. Certain foreign stations 
will probably be garrisoned with Militia, 
and if necessary volunteers will he called 
lo take the place of the Militia at home. 
It is also likely that the Militia reserve 
will bo sent out lo join their respective 
battalions, and the war office intends to 
order four more battalions of militia for 
permanent dm y. 

Gen. Wauchope, of the Black Watch, 
commanded the Highland brigade with 
Gen. Methnen's column. He served ill 
Ashimti, Egypt and the Soudan. He was 
frequently mentioned in despatches, and 
twice contested Midlothian, once against

— A special despatch 
from Pretoria, by way of Lorenzo Mar- 
ques, says: "While the battle of Mugers- 
fontein was proceeding the Free Stale 
artillery engaged an armored train along 
the railway line towards Belmont. 

"Korty-ime prisoners belonging to the 
First battalion of the Gordon Highland- 
ers have just traversed Jucobsdal, 

"In the last attack on Surprise Hill 
three leading Pretoria townsmen were 
killed and several others wore wounded, 
causing great sorrow here."

Mr. Naylor Says He Will Go to 
Seattle to Defend His 
Character. 



Revival Meetings tt the Bar- 
racks Closed-The Charges 
in Detail. 



Victoria is not, lifter all, to enjoy the 
novelty -of a Solvation Army court mar- 
tial, with Rev, Isaac Naylor, "the second 
I'lullips Brooks," m the salijoot. Some- 
thing >very much in th» nature nf such 
a trial was indicated In- Stuff Captain 
Gait on Tuesday evonins, when she gave 
directions that Mr. NnyJor'a miiiist ra- 
tions at the barracks t&oilld cease for 
the present at least, pending his justifi- 
cation of himself and bis conduct •before 
an Army commission of Inquiry. 

Rev, Mr. Nnylor apparently does not 
tij>l>rove of such method* of inquiry, how- 
ever, and in preference 1i> facias the 
Army judges yesterday announced his 
intention of going buck to -Seattle to pun- 
ish his '"truducers" ainl "persecutors." 

Whether lie will carry out his declared 
intention remains lo he disclosed by the 
Utopia's paesengfir list outward this 
morning. If he docri, lie will undoubted- 
ly lind no difficulty in locating his ac- 
cusers, or of learning just what their 
charges are. 

To assist him in this respect, the Colo- 
nist publishes hereunder the reply receiv- 
ed to a message scut, to Jt-ev. E. M. ltan- 
i la! I. dr., pastor of the Kiest Methodist 
Episcopal church, and president of the 
Ministerial Association of the Sound 
city — the question being as to whether 
Iter, Mr. Nnylor had answered satisfac- 
torily the churpes brought against him 
in Seattle during the first week of the 
present month, and \vhat those charges 
were. This is the 'reply: 

Seattle, Wash., Dec. 13. 
The Colonist, Victoria, B. C. 

No response has yet been obtained 
from Nnylor. The charges arc desertion 
of his family an England, unscriptural 
divorce under the late notorious Dakota 
laws, ami immediate re-marriage. 

EDWIN M. KAiNDALL, JR. 
To every attempt to secure from him 
a denial or an 'explanation of his record 
that has been made by th-e press repre- 
sentatives here. Rev. Mr. Nnylor bus re- 
plied that he bad placed all the facts in 
the possession of Rev. Mr. Rogers, a 
friend residing at New Whatcom, and 
that gentleman would vouch for him. lie 
had nothing to -say of the clerical court 
waiting to hoar his explanations at Se- 
attle, but insisted that a telegram should 
be .sent Ilev. Mr. ltogers, of Whatcom, 
ami his reply be accepted as conclusive. 

Staff-Captain Gait, of the Salvation 
Army, was seen by a Colonist reporter 
last evening, when she stated that it had 
been decided not to continue the meet- 
ings nrranged lor Rev. Mr. Nnylor. 
Shown an nrticle appearing in the Post- 
Intelligcncer of December 7 reflecting 
upon the character of the evangelist, tftje 
staff-captain said that as far as the 
Army and herself were concerned no 
further steps would be taken in the mat- 
ter. An Inquiry had been addressed by 
herself to Rey. A. Rogers, pastor of the 
Congregational tabernacle at New What- 
com, as requested by Rev. Mr. Nnylor, 
tmd liev. Mr. Rogers had replied: 
"Naylor is all right: will write you." 
Chief of Felice Land, of New What- 
com, does not endorse Rev. Mr. Nuylor 
as does- his clerical fellow-townsman. Fie 
simply wires to a member of the Colo- 
nist staff to 

"Look out for letter by lirst mail with 
all particulars of Naylor case as far as 
known here." 

Staff-Captain Gait concludes her unwil- 
ling connection with the unpleasant case 
by -addressing the following self-explana- 
tory letter to the Colonist: 

Dear Sir: In reference to the state- 
ment made in this morning's Colonist 
that the Rev. Mr. Naylor had requested 
me that he might come to Victoria and 
bold meetings under the allspices of the 
Salvation Army, I beg, in justice to Mr. 
Naylor, to state that such is not the case; 
but that, having met him in Vancouver, 
1 invited him to hold services in our bar- 
racks here. Owing to treasons which it 
is unnecessary to stnte, I feel that the 
remainder of these meetings bad better 
be cancelled. 

As most of the citizens are aware, Mr. 
Naylor bud n number, of magazines print- 
ed announcing the campaign. Personally 
I had DOtihtng t<> do with the printing 
of these, hut still n-s they received my 
.sanction I feel that the Salvation Army 
is responsible for the distributing of 
them, so that good faith should be keP 1 
with the business men of the city 'who 
have advertised in their pages, Up to 
last evening 2,000 were distributed, leav- 
ing a balance of H.oim, which, owing to 
the cancelling of Mr. NayLor's meetings, 
will lie destroyed. 

Therefore I hold mys«lf personally re- 
sponsible us being in command of the 
Army work in Victoria to refund to 
those who advertised three-fifths of the 
money invested. 

As you arc aware, the Colonist has 
most kindly consented to pay all claims 
made before the 1st of January, money 
to the amount necessary being deposited 
at their office by me. Sincerely yours.

To enter more into particulars of the 
.■barges again.it Mr. Naylor. which 
•whether involving any criminal ty or not 
certainly may he held to operate against 
bis usefulness as a minister of the gos- 
pel, the following quotations are made 
from the Seattle Post- Intelligencer of the 
7th instant: 

"The charge against Mr. Naylor is that 
he left a wife in England 1 , ami in com- 
ing to this coointjry obtained a divorce in 
North Dakota on grounds not counte- 
nanced by the church, and within ten 
days thereafter miiTried, in California, 
the charming young woman who in this 
oity and elsewhere in the Northwest was 
known us his wife.* * * During the, 
latter part of Mav Rev. 10. M. Randall, 
pastor of the First Methodist Episcopal 

church, went on an extended vacation 
trip to Alaska. It hail already l>con prac- 
tically settled who should (ill Dr. Ran- 
dall's pulpit, it is said, when Mr. Naylor 
arrived in the city and was heard by 
many members of the congregation. The 
result was that the congregation insist- 
ed s., strongly ii|w>n itaving Mr. Naylor 
that the other aspirant for the honor of 
occupying the pulpit in the big church 
during Dr. Randall's absence was not 
called upon and the magnetic English 
evangelist received and accepted the in- 
vitation. 

"Some time after Dr. Randall's return 
Mr. Naylor cont !:;i;ed his tour of the Pll- 
get Sound cities. Last October he was 
preaching in Whatcom when n letter 



came to Dr. W. S. Ilnrrjaxton, -presiding 
elder of Ui«> New Whatcom Methodist 
Episcopal district, containing the charges 
made against Mr. Naylor. The letter 
was written by a Congregational minis- 
ter resMlng in England, near the home of 
Mr. Naylor. and was originally address- 
ed to Dr. Buckley, of New York city, 
editor of the Christian Advocate, Un- 
loading organ of the Methodist church, 
in America. 

"By Dr. Buckley, it is stated, the let- 
ter was forwarded to Dr. Young, editor 
of the, Western Advocate, /published at 
St. Louis. The hitter, in turn, it is said, 
forwarded the letter to Dr. A. N. Fisher, 
editor of the Pacific Christian Advocate, 
at Portland, Or. And he, it seems, mailed 
the missive to Dr. Harrington at What- 
com, knowing that Mr. Naylor was then 
in that city. 

"The Pacific Christian Advocate pub- 
lished the following reierenee to the case, 
alter the receipt of the letter by its edi- 
toi : 

" 'We understand that there is a pro- 
fessional evangelist who has for some 
lime been holding meetings in the Metho- 
dist churches in the Pacific Northwest, 
who confesses to ;i Dakota divorce and 
marriage after such divorce. We do 
uol know whether he has any credentials 
tis a minister of the gospel, hut we aro 
unite sure thaa the fuel of a Dakota di- 
vorce from a wife living in England 
should permanently bar him from any 
pulpit in this land.' 

"While' the letter was yet in fehe hands 
.t' the presiding elder :>< Whatcom, an 
oikling of its contents came lo the ears 
• if thi' Methodist ministers of this city. 
They, of course, hud no jurisdiction over 
Mr. Naylor. In fact, the hitter is u mem- 
ber of the Wcsleynn Methodist church, 
an entirely different denomination from 
the Methodist Episcopal church of Am- 
erica. Ital they agreed that it would 
lie only proper to give Mr. Naylor a 
chance to explain t'he charges, in view 
of the fact that be had carried away 
with him their . indorsation. 

'•The upshot nf tlie matter >vos thai n 
committee was appointed which drafted a 
letter calling upon Mr. Naylor for an ex- 
planation. The letter was forwarded to 
Mr. Naylor In care of the Rev. S. M. Sul- 
llger, pastor of the First Methodist Epis- 
copal church at Whatcom, it stated that 
an explanation was tine, and thai any 
failure of Mr. Naylor to comply with tlie 
request would be accepted us a confession 
of guilt. 

"Mr. Sulllger, whose instructions wen- lo 
deliver the letter to Mr. Naylor In person, 
wrote to the- ministers here, stating that 
Mr. Naylor bad left Whatcom before the 
missive could be delivered. The Seattle 
ministers thereupon drafted a similar let- 
ter, which was scut to the pastor of the 
Methodist Episcopal church of Astoria, to 
he delivered to Mr. Naylor In person. The 
Astoria pastor replied that Sir, Naylor had 
already left that city for a destination un- 
known. 

"At about this time another letter was 
received by the Seattle ministers from Mr 
Sulllger in Whatcom. Mi. Sulllger stated 
that lie had, before the departure of .Mr. 
Naylor, gone to him and charged him with 
a violation of the rules of the Methodist 
church attributed to him In the letter from 
England, 

"Mr. Naylor admitted, Mr. Sulliger's let- 
ter said, that he had left a wife In Eng- 
land and had been divorced In North Da- 
kota about a year prior to coming to What- 
com, and had at once married again In Cal- 
ifornia. Hut In Ills own defense lie stated, 
Mr. Sulllger said, that the North Dakota 
divorce was on the ground of adultery, the 
only ground recognized by the Methodist 
church. 

"Mr. Sulllger, according to bis letter, 
demanded proof. Whereupon Mr. Naylor 
said that he had a copy of the papers tiled 
In tin- Dakota court, hut that tlie allega- 
tions were so vile that ho did not like lo 
exhibit them. Mr. Sulllger said lie Insist- 
toil, and that Mr. Nnylor then produced the 
papers, In which, however, there was no 
mention of adultery. Then, according to 
.Mr. Sulllger. Mr. Nnylor Justified himself 
by saying that the original papers did 
contain allegations of adultery not shown 
by the alleged Imperfect copies In his pos- 
session. 

"Mr. Sulliger's letter placed the Seattle 
ministers In a d ileum. They could nol 
claim that tiny had succeeded la obtain- 
ing -personal service of their demand upon 
Mr. Naylor, aud could nol therefore pro 
nounce Judgment against biin when thej 
were officially aware that he had a de- 
fense of some bind to the charge against 
him. 

"And yet they were extremely loath to al 
low Mr. Naylor to continue Ms eveugvlU- 
tie tour of the country carrying with blm 
their endorsement, as they felt that sooner 
or later there hitler would be thrown buck 
to them through the public at large obta'u 
lug a knowledge of the scandal. 

"For these reasons the matter now re- 
mains In statu quo. The Seattle milli- 
ters have pronounced no judgment ugalnst 
Mr. Naylor and Mr. Naylor has made n», 
explanation. Tlie Seattle ministers ImvS* 
not given up hope, however, and will do :dl , 
In their power to find ami force .Mr. Nny> 
ha- to iniike n statement." * 

Rev. Dr. Rentlnll's telegraran. published 
above, goes lo Indicate that the position of 
airalrs, so far us tlie Seattle clergy are 
concerned, remains the same to-day.

It is ,-qualy 
absurd Id suppose that because an oper- 
ation did 1 1 • >t siieeei.il (inlay it may uol 
succeed to-morrow. The Krenuh were 
successful at I.iffuy over the I'russinns 
and the British retreated from Quutrel 
Bras, Ihii Waterloo followed just tliej 
fiame. The news from Gataere's columu 
if it were to be told to-day, instead of 
immediately after the engagement would 
boar quite a different aspect to thai 
which it had at the outset. Gatuere is 
jieifcclly safe, and ninny of those re- 
ported missing are returning, We were 
told that tlte check Gabacre would 
compel h' tench to wit . raw, but it has 
done no tiling of the kind.

WASTEFUL CHARITY. 



Mr. 



Ridge-way Wilson draws attention 
to a collection that is being made by 
whait is known as the "chain system" 
for the Canadian contingent in South 
Africa. This plan is more wasteful than 
any other species of contribution. The 
projector of the fund proposes that a 
series of loiters shall be sent out, mid 
each person receiving- a letter, except 
those whose letters are numbered 31, is 
to scad out three letters. Bach recipient 
of :i letter is to send 10 cents to the fund. 

Whether the projector has stopped to 
figure out what it implies we do not 
know, but for the benefit of those who 
may think it an excellent plan for col- 
lecting money, we may say that there 
are not enough people in the world to 
permit, such a scheme to be carried out 
The .'{1st. series of letters would number, 
if the scheme were carried out in its en- 
tirety, 205,942,002,299,049. If each of 
these people sent in 10 cents and the Can- 
adian contingent got the money, each' 
member of the regiment would have up- 1 
wards of twenty billions. The letter be- 1 
fore us is iiuml>ered 17. If the chain 
was kept up regularly to that extent 
there were 43,122,141 letters issued in 
that scries, and in the whole aeries of IT 
something like (i(»,000,fHH) letters, or 12 
to each person in Canada. The amount 
or money which the fund ought to have 
realized at that series, if the scheme was 
as completely KUceiwsful as its originator 
hoped, would be $fi,000,00<>, but the 
amount: that would bo expended in post- 
ago would have been $2,400,000, and for 
.stationery probably half u million dol- 
lars. Of course these vast figures have 
not boon reached, and what we wisli to 
direct attention to is i.h,. wastefulness 
of the plan. As Mr. Wilson points „ut, 
a great deal of money sent in this way 
will go astray through careless writing, 
but supposing that it all reached its des- 
tination, we have four cents in |M>stage 
and a fraction of a cent at least «[mmi1 
in stationery to collect in cents, which 
is an extremely wasteful proceeding. It 
would be wise for those who receive 
one of these "chain" letiters to consign it 
to the flames. 



Ik? offered him in tins particular way, and 
by the particular combination which is 
now engineering the petition.

The Wilson movement has an aspect 
which is, to put it. rery mildly, remark- 
able. For several years, in fact one may 
say ever since Confederation, party lines 
in provincial polities have been drawn 
with quite as great clearness as the lines 
in federal politics. There has never been 
any reason to doubt from time to time 
where public men stood. It is true that 
there 'have been changes from one party 
to the other, but so also have there been 
such changcjBj in the federal arena. If 
the hardest federal party lines were to be 
drawn to-morrow in the local field, from 
time to time men would transfer their 
allegiance from one pally to the other. 
If this were not the case party politics 
would be a curse to the country, for they 
would creel a machine which would crush 
out individual independence. The result 
would be that uve'\\ department of the 
public service would be handled by the 
machine. It is only necessary to point 
to New York city as an illustration of 
what machine politics becomes. Con- 
tributions are levied upon olllce holder- 
ami contractors, who are permitted to 
recoup themselves out of the public 
funds, and a class or professional poli- 
ticians supported by plunder is created. 
We should be sorry to imply that the 
promoters of the Wilson moveifieul have 
anything like this in view; but British 
Columbia cannot afford to have machine 
politics made paramount, for men must 
be left free U: act as they like ill OU( 
lieJd without having their loyalty in tin 
other called iii question. 

We have said that party lines havi 
been drawn in our local politics with sutli 
dent clearness in the past, and we cut 
add for the party with which the Colon 
1st has bei n associated, that it never de 
sired to hold the support of any of it r 
friends except upon the merits of its 
policy. It never appealed to any man 
to support it because its leaders have 
been Conservatives or because a consid- 
erable number of those opposed to it 
were at any time Liberals. It sought 
to give the province good government, 
and for that reason and for t'liat alone 
ii appealed to the people for their en- 
dorsement. Equally true is it that the 
gentlemen who formerly composed the 
local opposition, and who now make up 
the government party, never introduced 
federal issues into local contests. They 
found local issues present sufficient 
grounds for differences of opinion. To- 
day the li U' demarcation between the 

local parties is so clear that no one need 
mistake it. It is quite as (dear as is 
the line between the two parties in the 
federal arena, and we venture to say 
that the differences between them arc of 
more vital interest to the business infer-

Locally the most sensational story 
nee the war began gained a fortunately

Suggestions for Next Year 
Minor Matters Before Last 
LNIght's Session. 



The school hoard held their Tegular 
meeting in the council chamber last even- 
ing: and i]i*cussed a vuriety of subjects 
with considerable animation. Through- 
out the preniriK a depressing sense of 
coating dissolution would apparently ac- 
tuate some of the members, for several 
suggestions were casually dropped to 
jjuide the succeeding hoard in their con- 
saltations on matters scholu.stic, 

After the usual preliminaries, a com- 
munication was read from A. H. McNeill, 
principal of North Ward school, calling 
attention to the inadequate heating of 
Mr. Campbell's room and urging upon 
the board to inaugurate these repairs 
during the Christmas holidays. 

Trustee Belyca expressed himself as 
liawng been hitherto in ignorance of the 
foregoing, and moved that the matter 
he referred to tbc building ami grounds 
committee with power to act. 

Trustee Merchant perfectly agreed 
with the resolution, but was afraid the 
committee would nut art. 

Trustee Mrs. Gordon Grant staled that 
some iniproTinient in this line hail bean 
contemplated previously, and thai the 
estimated cost was about ifijO. 

The resolution of Trustee Belyca was 
ultimately carried. 

A similar communication was received 
from .Mr. (liliis. principal of Boy's Cen- 
tral school, calling attention to the dn- 
sullleicut heating of Mr. Stephenson's 
room. This communication was dealt 
with in the same way as it predecessor. 

Miss E. J. King tendered her resigna- 
tion as teacher in North Ward, the resig- 
nation to take effect after the Slit of 
this month. The resignation was ac- 
cepted with regret, and u resolution au- 
thorized t<> be drawn up expressive of 
the loss that the board sustains on its 
teaching stuff through the severing of 
Miss King's connection as a teacher in 
(lie school. 

The janitress of Kingston Street school 
wrote asking for a few necessaries in the 
way of brooms and an axe. Also that 
some arrangement be made regarding the 
washing of dirty towels. 

Trustee Mrs. Gordon Grant was of 
the opinion that it was an unfair propo- 
sition for the teachers to have to wash 
the dirty towels, and Trustee Belyea 
-said it wan the first time he ever heard 
of the startling metamorphosis of a 
school teacher into a washerwoman. Ul- 
timately Trustee Ma reliant moved that 
the matter be referred to the building 
and grounds committee, with power to 
act. 

"With power to wash, you moan," 
ejaculated Trustee Belyea. 

It was finally decided' to refer the sub- 
ject to the aforesaid committee. 

Some discussion ensued as to who 
Should provide rho axe mentioned in the 
communication from the janitress, Trus- 
tee Belyea stating that he did not see 
that it was the boundea duty of the 
board to supply this article and moved 
That the matter be referred to Che supply 
committee with power to act. 

Trustee McCandless was of the opin- 
ion that all the schools should he su]>- 
■plieu with all these necessary require- 
ments. 

After some further discussion the sub- 
ject was dealt with in pursuance of 
Trustee Belyea's resolution. 

Chief 1 lousy of the tire department 
wrote urging upon the board to immedi- 
ately comply with Uio set and pffffhjo 
jire t?«!E>«s for the North Ward school. 
<%ii-f Detisy in his communication stated 
that the board was liable to prosecution 
if they did not comply with the provis- 
ions of the act, 

Trustee Belyea said the provisions of 
the act could only govern the case of the 
North Ward building, and moved that 
tin- letter bo recived and filed and the 
Chief informed that the hoard was not 
responsible for the absence of Bre o* 
capes in the building as t hoy were neither 
owners nor lessees and consequently not 
liable. Carried. 

A communication was received from K. 
W. Art by, secretary-superintendent of 
the Protestant Board School Commis- 
sioners for Montreal, embodying a sug- 
gestion that an Kmpire holiday should lie 
arranged among the public schools for 
sonio day during the month of May 
throughout the long' i and breadth of 
Canada, and asking lae heart y co-opera- 
tion of the board on the subject. A 
programme of appropriate songs, etc., 
was also enclosed for the acceptance of 
the board. The communication was re- 
ferred to the school management com- 
mittee. 

E. I.. Bugg of California wrote re- 
ferring to his ingenious teaching contri- 
vance in the way of "Itugg s Geographi- 
cal Aid," stating that he had but a limit- 
ed slock remaining and quoting his price 
per apparatus at ,$15. Received and laid 
on the table. 

Two communications were received 
from .lames A. Gram, complaining that 
his child, though of tin? required age, had 
not been allowed admittance to the Hill- 
side avenue school. Secretary Katon 
read his reply lo Mr. G'rnwt, explaining 
thai, no pupil had been admitted to the 
Hillside school unless they bud previous- 
ly attended some other school, and- that 
a readjustment would he made in this 
mailer in January. 

lamstee Hall moved that the com- 
munication be referred to the school man- 
agement committee for report and stat- 
ed that in consideration of the fuel that 
Mr. Grant was a ratepayer ii was only 
right that the matter should be lookfd 
into. 

Trustee Marchant moved in amend- 
ment tihut Mr. Grant he given Informa- 
tion by the school management commit- 
tee, asked for by him as to the names 
of pupils admitted to Hillside avenue 
sohool since October ], the date of his 
first communication. 

Trustee Belyea was not in favor of 
the amendment, as he considered that 
Mr. Grant's communWntion asket for too 
milch information. Trustee Mrs. Gor- 
ton Grant on the other hand supported 
the amendment on the ground that 
"courtesy never yet. harmed any one." 

Trustee McCundless thought that the 
mat tor should be referred lo a committee 
who will make an investigation into the 
matter and Mr. Grant or any or the 
public in fact be given full Information. 
It was finally decided to refer the mat- 
ter to the school management comanlttee 
to give Mr. Grant the desired intforma-j 
lion. 

The school management committee re- 
ported urging upon the board»to call for 
Application to lili the vacancy mused by. 



the resignation of Miss- King and that 
tho pupil teachers be remunerated $25 
per month for the ensuing term, includ- 
ing the amounts already paid. 

This report caused considerable dis- 
cussion. Trustee McCandless advocating 
the advertisement for applicants in both 
Victoria and Vancouver papers at a sal- 
ary not loss than $50. 

Trustee Marchant was against the re- 
solution on the ground thai the board 
should "look (home" for their teachers, 
and moved in amendment that advertise- 
ments be inserted in the two local pa- 
pers, the salary ranging according to tho 
rule anywhere from $-150 to $750. 

Trustee McCandless stated that his 
reason for advertising in Vancouver 
papers wan that he advocated getting u 
good teacher, whether secured here or 
there, and if a competent teacher could 
not be secured here he was not above 
going to Vancouver lor one, although he 
was as much in favor of spending money 
an this city us any one. 

Trustee Belyea said that the point was 
to secure a capable teacher, and if a suc- 
cessor could be found as efficient as Miss 
King be advocated the payment u<s salary 
the amount paid to that teacher. 

After considerable further discussion, 
Trustee Marchant's amendment, that the 
advertisements be inserted in the local 
papers, was carried. 

The finance committee recommended 
the payment of accounts for the month 
amounting to $382.90. Received and 
adopted. 

Trustee Marchant then introduced the 
question of auditing the annual accounts, 
and advocated the appointment of an 
auditor, as the time opportune for such, 
also that it would be advisable lo issue 
an annual report. 

Trustee Hall was of the opinion that 
it would be injudicious expenditure to 
publish a report l his year. Trustee B'el- 
vea also thought it would he inadvisable 
to publish a report this year. As to the 
auditing, he thought that the matter was 
in the hands of the city council. 

A reixirt was read from Mr. Burgess 
giving an estimate of a IlO-foot flagstaff 
nr South Park school, his estimate being 

$:io. 

Trustee Mrs. Gordon Grant moved 
that the communication be referred to 
the supply committee, with power lo net. 
It was almost necessary that a ling 
should he given to each of the schools, in 
order thill t he pupils should be taught the 
principles of loyalty. 

Trustee Belyea threw out some excel- 
lent sag',' .-si ions for the board "nexl 
year" regarding the flag question, an. I 
also ilo/ improvement of the school 
grounds. 

Trustee Marchant supported the reso- 
lution on the ground that as South Park 
school won the Hag as a trophy they 
*3omi1«1 he afforded every facility for its 
display. On tin- other hand, Trustees 
McCandlfss and Hall advocated allowing 
the matter to remain in abeyance until 
next year, the latter suggesting that an 
estimate be secured for four poles. The 
report was finally voted received and 
laid on the table. 

The superintendent stated that some 
of the school principals had spoken to 
him regarding the donation by school 
scliildren of articles for Christmas pres- 
ents for the needy. 

Trustee Mrs. Gordon Grant moved 
that the school children be given permis- 
sion to contribute toward the poor this 
year. Trustee Belyea objecting, however, 
on tho ground that the proposition some- 
times unfortunately causes friction or 
heartburning, and that there was sutll- 
eient scope for the exercise of charities 
outside of this proposition. He was of 
the opinion that a very wise course 
would be to discourage the custom of 
passing the hat among the school child- 
ren for charity. 

Trustee McCandless coincided with 
Trustee Relyea, ami said thai it would 
be ;l hardship on some of the school 
children to bring these contributions, as 
there were benevolent societies in plenty 
in this city to deal with cases deserving 
of charity. 

Mrs. Gordon Grunt's resolution was 
finally put and lost. 

The finance committee reported (hat 
the insurance on the North Ward and 
South Park schools would mature in a 
few days, ami suggested that the insur- 
ance of $:>0,000 he reduced to $10,000 on 
each building, and furthermore that the 
neCORsai"," renewals be made according- 
ly. Carried. 

Kegarding the closing public examina- 
tions, the secretary suggested thnt 
they take place on the Friday before 
Christ mas. Trustee Belyea expressed 
himself in favor of the schools being 
closed (mi the same day, and would ac- 
cordingly move that the public examina- 
tions be held on Friday, December 

Trustee Mrs. Cordon (!rant seconded, 
at the same time suggesting that the 
trustee board be well represented at the 
examination. Carried. 

Before adjourning. Trustee Hail asked 
that a meeting be held on December IS. 
The board then adjourned.

The disappearance of one of the 24(J steer- 
age passengers of the It. M.S. Empress of In- 
Ulu, which reached the quarantine station 
yesterday afternoon— a day late— delayed 
the big white liner, and the tender which 
went out to her, for over seven hours. The 
Chinese had been seen some few hoars Ixs- 
fore the steamer made fast to the Quaran- 
tine wharf, but although the steamer was 
searched from stem to stern I here was no 
trace found of him. Dr. Watt, the quar- 
antine oflicer, refused to give pratique to 
ship until tin- Chinaman was found, hence 
the delay. At Inst, nfter the ship had 
been searched Tor seven hours, the Wll- 
lapa, laden with a crowd of famished pas- 
sengers, was allowed alongside.

The missing Celestial 
though was still missing when the tender 
returned to town B | midnight. The pas- 
sengers wen. nil rounded up and counted 
seven times, and the vessel thoroughly 
Kcurchcd. It was reported that on the out- 
ward trip of tlie steamer one of the ChiflCS" 
was lost overboard. 

The voyage Just finished by the Empress 
was a very rough one. She ran Into ter- 
ribly heavy gales on December 7. 8 and II, 
and hor decks were swept by every wave' 
Tons of water wen- thrown on her d'ecks 
and some of her lifeboats were stove in. 
She, however, suffered no serious injuries 
The storm delayed her for a great part of 
the time. She was unable to make more 
than ten miles an hour against the gales. 
She brought a comparatively large cargo 
of freight, 2,503 tons of general and 1.015 
packages of silk. Her passenger list was 
light. There were 2.") saloon passengers, 
6 Intermediate and 240 steerage— minus the 
one which disarranged the internal econ- 
omy of the lines by his absence. 

Among the passengers wore Commander 
Chen Ngen Tao and Lew Yuk Lln, two 
Chinese dignitaries connected with tho 
Chinese legation at London, Eng., who tire 
passing through lirltlsh Columbia en route 
through to London to look Into the rela- 
tions of the Chinese In the province anil 
make inquiries Into nil matters relating to 
them.

THE HOME OF THE BOER. 

Mr. McCuiug Delivers an Interesting 
Lecture on Transvaal Topics. 

A fair sized nnd thoroughly, appreciative 
audience listened to Mr. (Jeorge McCulag's 
lecture on the Transvaal In the First Pres- 
byterian schoolroom last evening, the fact 
that the lecturer had beun for a large num- 
ber of years a resident of the soon-to-be 
Immediate theatre of war enhancing, from 
a dldutlc point of view, the value of his re- 
marks. 

Mr. McCulag gave nn Interesting Insight 
Into the history of the Transvaal, the early 
struggles for a foothold of the Boers, and 
their principal characteristics. Then ho 
pointed out bow in ISStI came the discovery 
of gold, and the founding of Johannesburg, 
destined to lie. tl"> most populous and pro- 
gressive < It.v in ri'l South Africa. 

Mr. McCulag traced the dlssatlsfnctfon 
with each other on the part of Boer and 
Ultlander, the flame becoming brighter and 
brighter until It broke forth in a blaze In 
the shape of the present war and its kin- 
dred evils. 

An Instructive description was also given 
of the Inhabitants of the South Afrlenn 
countries— their modes of living and differ- 
ent occupations, 

Upon the conclusion of the lecture Mr. 
.ucCutag illustrated by menus of stereoptic- 
an views the various striking scenes and 
characteristics of the country upon which 
the eyes of the world are at the present 
time fixed. 

The lecture was In all respects an Inter- 
esting one, nnd upon the conclusion wns 
received with well merited applause.

The Mining 
Wonderland 



Scenes on Excursion to Bound- 
ary District a Revelation 
to Coast Merchants. 



(Mines Already Supporting 
Cities Promising to Rival 
Any on the Coast 



New Railway a [Marvel of Enter- 
prise—Serving Region of 
Fabulous Wealth. 



When the officials of Che Cauadiiiu 
Pncitio Railway Company Invited tli" 
busiuess men of the Coast cities to visit 
the Kootenay and Boundary Creek coun- 
tries they promised that they would open 
their eyes. In this they succeeded, ns the 
gentlemen who returned koine last even- 
ing after an absence of ten days will 
testify. The excursion was a success 
in every particular. Nothing that would 
lend to the pleasure o£ those forming 
the party or would assist them in seeing 
the country through which they passed, 
was left undone by Mr. Allan Cameron, 
the assistant general freight agent of the 
company, and the officials in the Koote- 
iiay and Boundary districts. In this they 
were assisted by the residents of the 
cities visited en route. 

Of course the greatest surprise, both 
to those Who had been through the dis- 
trict before and those who had not, was 
the development that has taken place and 
the leading part Unit the great Canadian 
institution, the C. P. R., has taken in 
it. Men Who had left Victoria and Van- 
couver expecting to see nothing but 
rough mining camps saw cities in which 
there are buildings equal to those in the 
Coast cities, mines that, will surpass any 
in the world and one hundred miles of 
railway that cost $5,000,000, the most 
-wonderful piece of engineering work on 
the American continent and passing 
through u country a panorama of scenic 
beauty which in time must attract thous- 
ands of tourists yearly, for her.' they can 
see the counterpart of Switzerland only 
oven grander. 

The Victorians, seventeen in number, 
who accepted the kind offer of the C. l\ 
It. left home on Friday morning of 
last week and wen- joined at Vancouver 
by the contingents from the Terminal 
and Royn) cities, making a party of 70. 
'Three special Pullman sleepers, those 
costly and comfortable ones which have 
helped to make the Canadian transcon- 
tinental route famous, were placed at the 
disposal of the company's guests, while 
Mr. Cameron, Mr. B. J. Coyle, the as- 
sistant general passenger agent; Mr. ^. 
Sykes of the sleeping car department, 
and an obliging staff of porters went 
along to see that all were made com- 
fortable and enjoyed themselves. The 
afternoon ride along the main line was 
a pleasant one and after an evening 
spent in songs, speeches and general jol- 
lity all retired, already thoroughly con- 
vinced that they were going to have a 
good time. Kevelstoko was reached 
early in the morning, just in time to en- 
joy 'with the residents of that thriving 
town the lirst snow of the season. A 
short run over the lirst branch line which 
the ('. I'. K. built to open up the Koote- 
inii v country brought the party In Arrow- 
head, where Capt. J. W. Troup, Ine 
pioneer steamboat captain of the Koote- 
uay lakes and now superintendent of the 
C.'r. R.'s water lines, was ready with 
the steamer Kootenay to meet fill (TO. A 
heavy snow storm prevailed but never- 
theless a splendid trip was enjoyed down 
the \rrow I-akes, the scenery being the 
wonder of those who had never before 
bad (he pleasure of making the trip. It 
was in 1885 that Capt. Troup first visited 
these lakes and when a few years later 
be was asked by Mr. .T. A. Mam and 
other British Columbians to start a 
steamboat line for lake service, ho. to 
use his own words, "was not at all sur- 
prised." On the wav down a call was 
made at Halcyon Springs where more r.l 
the enterprise of the C. P. It. was in evi- 
dence. Here is a beautiful and health- 
giving mineral spring bursting out of the 
side of the mountain. The water from 
this spring is now used entirely through 
out the Kootenay and Boundary dis- 
tricts replacing the imported mineral 
■watPTS. A comfortable hotel Iris been 
built on the side of the mountain over- 
looking as pretty a lake us can be found 
on the face of the earth. If this docs 
not become it popular resort, people can 
no longer have an appreciation of what 
bonii'tv really is- 

Further down the lake another short 
stay was made at Nakusn. the lake 
terminus of the Nakusp & Slocan rail- 
way, built at a cost of $24,000 a mile 
with the assistance given by the last 
provincial government, in large part 
already repaid from earnings. be- 
sides having one of her richest districts, 
the Slocan, opened up and develoned. 
The railway from Nakusp runs to San- 
don, where'it meets the Knslo & Slocan 
railway, which in turn runs to Knslo on 
iho Kootenay lakes. 
Prom Nakusp the steamer passed 



through the narrows and then into Lower 
Arrow lake, and ns large but euually as 
pretty, as Upper Arrow, and thence to 
Rohson, the hike terminus of the newly 
opened Columbia & Western railway, 
built, as was said before, by the C. I'. Tt. 
at a cost of $5,000,000 to retain for Can- 
adians the trade of Canada and prevent 
the ores of two promising camps from 
being taken i«> American smelters. At 
Itobson four Bleeping cars, brought from 
1ho main line by means of the railway 
ferries which the company maintains on 



the lakes, were waiting for the oxcur 
snniists and here the night was spent. 
COLUMBIA & WESTERN. 
In the morning, after the arrival of 
the Ilossland and Nelson contingents, 
bringing the number of the party up to 
:!.">(>, the jolly crowd started on the 
greatest railway climb that tiny v.v.ni 
present, exclusive of the train crew uud 
the officials, had ever taken, the train 
climbing right over mountains and pass 
ing through a panorama, to which no pen 
and even no brush and canvas could 
possibly do credit. 

With the exception of a short stretch 
between Cascade and Grand Forks 
where the road runs through some of th 
best farming land in the province, most 
of which is under cultivation, die road 
a mountain one, and the passenger is 
constantly looking down mountain side 
into almost unfathomable gulches, lakes 

rivers and across in all directions » 
mountains and more mountains, eae 
mere majestic than the hist. From Roh- 
son the line runs lis miles along Lower 
Arrow lake, at this point very often 
called the Columbia river, of w hich it is 
the headwaters. This 2.S miles is a con- 
tinual but gradual climb to the mouth of 
Hie 3.G00 foot tunnel which is to pierce 
ltulhhi" mountain. This tunnel through 
solid rock, one of tile longest on the con- 
tinent, will he- completed in about a 
month, there being but SO feet of rock 
to go through before it is finished. 
There are now eight drills working on 
each side of the rock separating the two 
openings and a large number of men are 
engaged. At present a switchback is 
being used to cross Bulldog mountain 
from Bulldog creek on the east side to 
Dog creek on the west side. The swifheh- 
back is live miles in length, there being 
six legs on the east side ami live on 
the west side. The vertical height from 
the eastern end id' the tunnel to the 
summit is 450 feet, which is about 4.(1(10 
feet above sea level. The view from 
this point is without comparison and par- 
ticularly so during winter when the pines 
and cedars are bending beneath their 
weight of snow. lint even in summer 
it alone must be well worth a trip from 
any part or the world by those out for 
pleasure. The line descends from the 
summit down to Dog creek, nearly sea 
level, anil from there makes another 
climb to the summit of the divide be- 
tween the Columbia river and Christina 
lake watershed, running along the latter 
hike, but many hundreds of feet above 
that' pretty sheet of water, reminding 
Victorians of the Soanieh Arm as seen 
from the 10. & X. railway. This main 
divide is somewhat lower than the sum- 
mit of the switchback, which is climbed 
with a grade of 4 per cent. Through the 
main divide runs Porcupine creek, which 
is crossed on a 180-foot trestle, in the 
building of which a million feet of tim- 
ber was used. Then the road runs down 
a number of gulches and gorges to Chris- 
tina lake again reaching nearly sea level 
after a run of 24 miles, passing en route 
(tladstone, the camp for Burnt Basin, 
where a number of rich finds have re- 
cently been made. At the foot of Chris- 
tina "lake and the mouth of Kettle river 
is Cascade City, where a great dam is 
being built to utilize the water-power of 
Cascade falls. 

Cascade is an ambitions little place, 
those wlio have interested themselves 
in her future predicting; that the promis- 
ing mines in the vicinity, the water- 
power ami the town's position ait the 
eastern entrance to the wonderfully fer- 
tile valley, will eventually place her in 
the list of large cities of the province. 
The town is almost on the international 
boundary line, 50 miles from Itobson. It 
is estimated that the falls will produce 
U0.000 horse-power. The rights have 
been purchased by a corporation whose 
aim is to erect a large plant, generate 
electricity anil supply [lower lor mining, 
lighting and other purposes. 

A few miles south of Cascade City and 
within a short distance of the boundary 
line the railway crosses the folks of the 
Columbia river and then turning to the 
westward runs along the Kettle river to 
Grand Forks, passing through serine tine 
agricultural land, taken up years ago by 
I farmers who are now about to reap the 
west of their enterprise through the 
•clopiuen! of tin- mine-. Tim railway 
lion is out on the prairie, in fail some 
| distance past .the rival towns of 
both Columbia and Crand Forks, so that 
neither can claim that the company was 
partial. 

The visit to Columbia and-Graiid Forks 
was reserved for the return trip, the 
excursion train continuing to (rreenwood, 
which was reached early in the evening. 
Between Grand Forks and Greenwood 
the road lirst crosses bolh forks of the 
Kettle river ami climbs for eleven miles 
lo Kholt, ihe valley, with its bottom and 
forest liiinls, an oasis in a "sea of moun- 
tains," being in full view ell route, and 
passing in view of Volcanic mountain 
and Crown's creek, which derive their 
names from "Volcanic" Brown. Eholl 
is ;!,()()() feet high and is a bustling little 
town, the famous British Columbia mine, 
to which the C. 1'. I!, are running a 
spur being u short distance from the 
city. The B. C. property is one of the 
richest copper mines in the West, the 
ore body being large, consisting of solid 
copper pyrites and pyhrrhotite, carrying 
from 10 to Ki per cent, copper and 8 to 
111 ounces 111 silver to the ton, Upwards 
of 10,000 tons have been taken out in 
development and it will certainly be a 
big shipper. There arc other promising 
properties in the camp, some of which 
were opened up by the building of the 
Columbia & Western spurs. 

GREENWOOD. 

A run of nine miles from Kholt, along 
the Kholt river and Boundary creek, 
brings the train to Greenwood, the pres- 
ent terminus of II lihe that will develop 
the whole of Southern British Columbia 
mid connect with the line from Sicanioua 
on the main line via Penticton and Ver- 
non, forming a complete circuit and 
eventually being a pari of the Const- 
Koolonny railway coming to the Pnciflc 
via, Ihe Hope mountains and through the 
Frascr valley. 

The time occupied in making Green- 
wood from Victoria was just three days, 
including a stop of one night at Rob- 
son. The excursionists who had been 
entertaining themselves with smoking 
concerts and other amusements on car 
and train, were taken in blind by the 
people of Greenwood upon their arrival 
and given a thoroughly good time. The 
new club vras thrown open to them and 
invitations were issued for a banquet, 



which unfortunately on account of there 
not being a large enough hall, all were 
not able to attend. However, those who 
did attend found that pork and beans 
is no longer the one dish of a British 
Columbia mining camp. The tables were 
very tastefully set and the dishes in- 
cluded every delicacy. Mayor I lardy 
occupied the chair and seated around 
him were Senator Reid, Thomas Farle, 
M.P., W. A. Ward, president, and L. G. 
McQuaue, vice-president of the Victoria 
Board of Trade; Fred Buseomhe, vice- 
president of the Vancouver board; T. .1. 
Trapp of the New Westminster board; 
J. F. McCrea, of the Rossland board, 
aiid other distinguished mining and com- 
mercial men, An address of welcome 
was presented, evoking replies from 
many of the visitors, all of whom ex- 
pressed pleasure at the trip and surprise 
at what they hud sc.-n. 

That Greenwood lias a bright futuro 
ahead of her all will testify. The town- 
site is a good one and on the main street 
are already many handsome business 
blocks and 'an hotel, the Armstrong, that 
would do credit to a much larger and 
older city. But it is to her mines that 
Greenwood looks for her future. There, 
are at least sixteen small camps within, 
a radius of 30 miles and in all a lot ol 
development work is being done. Be- 
sides the extension of the main line 
which is ready for the rails as far as 
Midwav and which will bring tnos 
eamps 'into close touch with GreimwooU, 
i> K. are building a number Ol 
sours ' A brand.

One of the many pleasant incidents of 
the trip was reserved for the run home. 
At a given signal all crowded into one 
ar, and pushing the genial Allan Cam- 
ion to the front, presented him with 
tin address and a very handsome gold 
watch. The presentation was made by 
Mr. Thomas Farle, M. I'.. who added 
a few words to those contained in the 
address. Mr. Cameron replied, thanking 
all for their kindness. The watch is a 
hunting case, 14-karat, with chrono- 
graph, minute repeater and special stop 
attachments.

with diamonds. Mr. S.vkes made a very 
appropriate reply, he. like Mr. Cameron, 
being greatly touched. 

A vote of thanks was tendered the 
press for papers supplied daily, and in 
this collection Mr. Joseph Hillier, chief 
baggngemaster, who attended to the for- 
warding of the papers, should not be 
forgot ten. 

.Neither were the porters forgotten, a 
subscription being taken up for them on 
each train. 

The motto of the Coast contingent wae 
"Never Say Die," and they kept up their 
merrymaking until early Tuesday morn- 
ing, and were up again at for breakfast 
at North Bend, where, it might be said 
here, the meals are far ahead of those 
served at most railway stopping places. 
Again they were ready to give a rousing 
send-off to the New Westminster con- 
tingent at Mission Junction, and at Van- 
couver the city rang with timers when 
the Charmer left her dock with the Vic- 
torians. 

A GOOD LESSON. 

By the excursion, the last stage of 
which was completed yesterday, the CP. 
1!. have taught the business men of the 
Coast a lesson they will never forget. 
They have shown them a country in 
which the O.P.R. and private individuals 
have spent millions, but which as yet is 
only "scratched," as the miners say. The 
excursionists saw mountain after moun- 
tain, vast storehouses of wealth, broad 
plains and lowlands, where the produce 
to supply the miner can be grown, and 
best of all, they have shown them thai 
the O.P.R. is willing to spend their 
money freely, with small chance of Im- 
mediate return, to develop this richest 
province in the Dominion. To realize 
this it must be seen. 

Everywhere were hundreds of freight 
cars, with supplies for the miner and 
railway man, material to build smelters 
and extend railways, and. in fact, the 
whole country is a hive of industry. The 
possibilities of trade are enormous, and 
for creating and holding it Canadians 
owe the O.P.R. a debt of gratitude. As 
to the service of the roads, that hardly 
needs being mentioned, for everything 
containing the mark of the great rail- 
way company is first-class, The cars 
are us comfortable as the best, the meals 
at hotels and on dining cars cannot be 
surpassed, and Ihe lake steamers, each 
ami all. are fast and commo- 
dious I fitted with every mod- 
ern convenience, including hot ami 
cold water services, and elec- 
tric lights, and in all these cars and 
steamers the excursionists were free to 
come ami go, the department being at 
their cull and the contents of the larder 
theirs for the asking.

Vancouver, Dec. 13.— Tihe growing de- 
mand for Coinox eouJ for railway and 
steamship purposes directs attention 
anew to the fact that this product, of the 
Union Colliery Company's mines has car- 
ried off the palm in competitioa with 
steam fuel from every part of the world. 
Many interesting facts were learned in 
this connection in an interview with Mr. 
Geo. 10. Macdonald of Vancouver, who 
handles all the product of the Union 
Colliery Company coming to tho main- 
land, whore the demand has grown to 
such proportions that the trnu.slor barge 
now in use, with a capacity of twelve 
cars, has proved inautliciont for the ser- 
vice, and unother will have to bo built 
to carry twenty cars. The company's 
barge is now bringing over from (i.titiii 
to 10,000 tons per month, the coal being 
used as far east as Revelstoke. liailroad 
and .steamboat engineers agree jii pro- 
nouncing Comox coal the very best steam 
coal on the American continent, ami 
their verdict can be easily proved to 
be correct. 

BUST KNOWN TO ('. 1*. It. 

The Canadian l'aeilic llailway place a 
rosette once a mouth OU the 
locomotive that in competition extending 
over their entire system has run the 
most miles with the least amount of 
coal consumed. The locomotives running 
between Vancouver and K a in loops, burn- 
ing Comox coal have proudly borne this 
coveted rosette for months and months in 
Succession, and wear it still. 'When the 
heavy grades of the run ns compared 
with the level runs in the East an; taken 
into consideration, the performance is 
much more remarkable. Single trips 
have been made from Vancouver to 
Kami oops— 250 miles— on four tons of 
coal, or an average of tiO miles to the 
ton. This record cannot be equalled on 
any railway on the continent of Am- 
erica. 

THE STEAMSHIPS' PREFERENCE. 

Afain, since May last the Empresses 
on tin; Japan line used Uomox coal, while 
tho Australian steamships have used the 
product of the Union mines for years in 
spite of the competitioa of New Zealand 
and Australian coal, so that the superi- 
ority of Comox coal is acknowledged on 
tlhree continents. The American navy has 
also recognized its superiority on uialiy 
occasions they using it on their trans- 
ports and cruisers. 

THE CAR FERRY. 

In speaking of the great care the com- 
pany take in handling their coal Mr. 
Macdonaltl says that in order that the 
coal may reach tin? customers on the 
mainland in the best condition a transfer 
barge to carry loaded cars was built at 
a cost of $30,000, and in order that th 
cars could be taken on at any tide, slips 
were built at Union. Oyster Harbor and 
Vancouver. The coal loaded at the mine 
goes right, through to its destination 
without breaking bulk. 

VICTORIA ON RAILWAY LINE. 

The slip at Oyster Harbor is just al>out 
completed and in a few days it will be 
possible for Victoria to see equipment 
from all tho different linos in the East. 
The cars of the New York Central, the 
Sea Board Air linos, Boston, Albany, G. 
N. and N. P., Chicago refrigerator and 
many other lines lyine side by side in the 
yards on Store street, which will bring 
Victoria one step nearer the realization 
of her ambition to become the terminus 
of a great transcontinental system. The 
transfer barge now makes a trip every 
twenty-four hours and with her tug em- 
ploys a crew of fourteen men. 

EXTENSION COAL IN FAVOR. 

The new coal brought out from the 
Extension mines is even superior to the 
old Wellington and owing to the im- 
proved facilities for handling customers 
secure it in better condition. 

The coke industry is also making rapid 
strides. A large shipment of coke i* 
being sent to Mexico and California. At 
present L'OO ovens at Union are going full 
blast, ami the capacity doubtless will 
havo to bo increased. 

COKE EOIt JAPAN. 

A sample of coke sent to Japan proved 
to be equal, if not superior, to any of 
the best English coke, ami arrangements 
are being made to ship largo quantities 
to that country. It is only a question of 
time when the TV-hole coke trade of 
the Pacific will be centered at Union. 

EMPLOYMENT OF CARS. 

For tho large and increasing coal trade 
at Union atxl Wellington Che E. & N. 
Railway have purchased 2(H) of the most 
improved coal cars from Crossen's car 
works at Cohourg, Out. These cars 
are all lof 60,000 pounds capacity and un- 
fitted with the most approved appliances. 
Owing to the extraordinary stress of 
business special nrrnngements were made 
with t!ie C. P. R. to rush them through 
as fast freight. Fifty have already been 
sent to Oyster Harbor anil the balance 
will he sent as quickly as they arrive. 

Up to the present time wood has been 
the principal fuel in the upper country, 
the rniilway transportation charges be- 
ing so high its to prohibit, the shipment 
of coal, buL arrangements have now 
been made to put tile rate on such a 
basis that coal can ho laid down at mod- 
erate figures. 

Freight charges from Vancouver arc 
yet. much higher proportionately than 
from other sources of coal supply — Loth- 
bridge and Fertile for instance. The 
rate from Pernio lo Rosslnnd is only 
about half as much as that from Van- 
couver to Kumloops. It is stated on au- 
thority that the cost lo the railroad of 
hauling from Pernio to Itossland must be 
much more than t lint of hauling from 
Vancouver to Knniloops. As there is 
a gnat: market, for coal ill Ashoroft it 
would .be a boon if tile C. P. 11. would 
quote a lower rule to that district, nnd 
enable the prime coal from tile Const to 
conic into general use there. 



For some days past shipping and busi- 
ness men who are particularly interested 
in the development of Victoriu's trade 
with the gold diggings at Oape Nome 
have been suffering from a. lit of the 
blues, consequent upon the statement 
having gone abroad that no Canadian 
vessel would be permitted to carry pas- 
sengers or freights to the new El Do- 
rado. The Alpha and the Amur, both be- 
ing in preparation to make the voyage an 
toon us the conditions justify, this report 
was calculated to do the firum interest- 
ed, us well as the town, an immense 
amount of injury— especial ly as it -was 
just such a report ns the Seattle folk 
would know how to boom for all it's 
worth. Collector Milne was spoken to 
in Uie matter yesterday, and in a meas- 
ure corroborated the general impression, 
while depicting the -situation as less seri- 
ous than gossip made it. Nome City not 
being as yet a port of on try, lie pointed 
out, it would not be possible for vessels 
other than America u bottoms to clear 
for such destination, no more than a 
Canadian vessel for any other point in 
American territory nearer homo as yet 
unprovided with a custom house. The 
rule applied equally on this side, for an 
American ship could not go, for exam- 
ple, to Satuiich Inlet, to discharge freight 
or passengers, the rule being to debark 
them at the nearest ofllciul port, which in 
this case would be Victoria. On th* 
principle, it would be necessary for the 
Victoria steamers destined for the Nome 
district to go to St. Michael, either trans- 
ferring there or securing special Dermis 
sion to proceed to Nome Oity, some SO 
miles distant— which permission would 
not likely be granted. All difficulties arc, 
however, removed by the declaration of 
United States Consul Smith, who state 
that by the time the Victoria (or tiny) 
steamers are ready to shui>e their course 
for Nome, it will be possible for them 
to clear direct— although they will bo 
permitted to call at St. Michael en route 
if they so desire under the same Condi 
tioiis that govern the Wrangel call on 
the Skngway run. The importance of 
Nome City has not escaped the attention 
of the government, and it has been de- 
cided to at once establish a customs of- 
fice there, the officer to take charge go- 
ing up by tho first steamer of the spring 
—which will undoubtedly be either the 
Alpha or the Amur. Hence Victorians 
may rest content. The Victoria shqis 
wili go to Nome, nnd there will be no 
international difficulties to embarrass 
them or the trade. 



THE PROPOSED OPPOSITION. 

Reply Awaited Erom tho Eastern Gen- 
tlemen Interested. 

C. J. V. Sprortt, who, with others, is 
interested in the movement to place Jin 
opposition steamer on the run between 
Victoria and Sound |Hirts next summer, 
is now awaiting a reply from Eastern 
gentlemen interested in the matter. The 
mishap to the steamer Victorian and the 
placing on tho route of the obsolete Uto- 
pia has directed attention anew to the 
need of a better steamer service to the 
Sound. 



LAST OF NORTHERN SALMON. 

Steamer Tees Returns Erom Upper 
River Ports, But Has Little News. 

Little news of interest was brought 
down by the C. I'. N. steamer Willapa, 
which arrived from Naas river and other 
Northern British Columbia ports yester- 
day morning with the last of the, sea- 
son's salmon pack. Among her passen- 
gers were M. Venosta, Itev.

SALMON FLEET OF '00. 

Two of the Number Are Now Complet- 
ing Cargoes nnd Soon to Sail. 

Tho balance of the salmon Hoot loading 
at British Columbia ports are now about 
ready for sea. The KUlarnoy, which will 
boon hoist her white wings on the long 
voyage to Liverpool, took cargo both at 
tho outer wharf and on the Fraser river. 
She carries 57, 000 cases of salmon ami 
300 barrels of oil. The ship County of 
Cardigan is fully laden and ready for 
sea also. The ship Cariolanus, which 
loaded altogether at the outer wharf, and 
is now ready for sea, has in her hold 
38,475 cases of salmon, valued at $207,- 
000. Her destination is London. The 
ship Senator, tho last of the Beet, is 
about half loaded. 



HAD A ROUGH EXPERIENCE. 

Ship C. D. Bryant Arrives Erom Hono- 
lulu With Tattered Sails. 

The report that a sailing ship with her 
canvas tattered and torn had passed Ot- 
ter Point, inbound, led to the iio]>o being 
freely expressed yesterday afternoon that 
tho long overdue Colusa would at last 
make her appearance.
